‘but slightly in weight in six weeks,) 
lafter which time nearly all of them 
{began to lose weight. 
| The rats fed on the standard 
‘bread or flour did much better; 
jfewer of them died and their in- 
crease in weight was more than 
jtwice as great as in those fed on 

he white bread and flour. Dr. Hill 
oncluded that either the standard 
lour contained something essen- 
ial to growth which was not in 
he white flour or that the latter 
ontained something detrimental, 
“‘improvers” for example. 

These are not the first experi- 
ments which show that differtnt 
nwheat breads have markedly -dif- 
ferent physiological effects. In bul- 
Jetin 60 of the hygienic laboratory,

British Naval Service Mon Aro Stew: 
ing In the Heat of the Tropics 
Keeping the Arabs From Carry!ng 
Rifles Into Afghanistan—E xtra Pay 
and the Hope of Excitement Scarce- 
ly Compensates for the Hardships. 


This vivid sketch of actual life 
gives a peop behind the scenes otf 
gun-running in tho Persian Gulf, 
which is now being suppressed by 
British warships.

tribute and 400 theatres and other 
places of amusement.” 

Amrou made no reference in his let- 
ter to the magnificent library, con- 
cerning which there has come down 
tle following story: John the Gram- 
marian, the most learned man of his 
day, being in Alexandria at the time, 
begged of Amrou that he would give 
him the library. Amrou told him that

Enough Peaches in Georgia Alone 
to Supply America. 


The relationship between Can- 
ada and the United States as re- 
gards the fruit industry, and the 
manifest need of a Protective tariff 
for Canadian fruit growers have 
been clearly shown in a series of 
articles by Dr. George Charles 
Buchanan of Beamsville, Ont., Pre- 
sident of the Ontario and Western 
Co-operative Society. Dealing 
with the Niagara peninsula Dr. 
Buchanan says :— 

There are in the Niagara Penin- 
sula about 350 square miles of land 
on which fruit can be well grown, 
not counting such districts as An- 
caster and Dundas. Between To- 
ronto and Hamilton there is an- 
other 100 square miles; in all at 
least 288,000 acres. 

Not all of this is peach land, not 
even probably 20 per cent. of it. 
But very little of it is of n» use for 
any fruit. Much can be made fine 
peach land by drainage, or good 
apple, plum or grape land; some 
is only good for berries, but all of. 
it is in a good fruit climate. The: 
unplanted land is waiting to double , 
or quadruple* in value, whenever) 
the market demands more fruit. 

It may be assumed that the 
value of this land for general 
farming is not over $100 per acre,

OTTAWA RIVER IS LOW. 
Water is Twenty-One Feet Lower 
Than in May.

PNEUMONIA. 


Its Best Friend Is a Bol Cold That 


Has Been Neglected. 
Pneumonia is not dreaded merely 


for its power to seize and kill quickly, 


but also for its apparent power to 
the most unlikely victims. 
Most persons have lived through the 
shock of hearing that some friend had 
suddenly died of pneumonia—a friend 
from whom they had parted but a 
few days or even hours before, leaving 
him at what seemed the highest notch 
of physical well being and perhaps 
protesting that he did not know what 
illness meant. 

This disease is most dangerous to 
the apparently strong, robust people 
of heavy weight and hearty appetite, 
although it may attack any oue, for 
its germs are. omnipresent. 

The strong and. full-blooded indivi- 
dual who is at the same time some- 
thing overweight is especially in dan- 
ger of pneumonia and should take 
particular care to avoid it. If his diet 
is too heavy—and that may safely be 
assumed—it should be ruthlessly cut 
down, especially as to meat and the 
elimination of ulcohol. 

The weighing scale is a good 
friend to such a person and should 
be consulted regularly, The seale 
does not argue about that extra pound 
or two—it proves it—and after a 
weight in accordance with age and 
height has been determined it can be 
maintained in most cases by the ex- 
ercise of a little self control. 

There are hosts of people who indo- 
lently permit themselves to get heavy 
and even fat in the winter months. 
They are the people who should be 
constantly reminded, ‘‘fhe  pneu- 
monia germ ‘Il git yer if yer don't 
watch out!” 

The condition of the man must be 
recognized as more important than 
the presence of the germ, as proved 
by the fact that there is less mortality 
among the thin and apparently dell- 
cate than among the stout aud full- 
blooded. . 

Some of the phrases used by the 
laity on this subject have, after wall, 
more sense than nonsense in them. 
It is said that some one is “threaten- 
ed with pneumonia,” or that a ‘‘bad 
cold ran into pneumonia,” and in a 
sense it is true, for every one is 
“threatened” with pneumonia; that is 
to say, the germ is always present and 
ready and willing to begin its work if 
one only gives it a chance. : 

The thost successful way to give it 
a chance is to neglect a bad cold and 
thus break down the natural defences 
of the system. If every bad cold were 
met with starvation, physic and fresh 
air it would depart in disgust, and 
the lurking pneumonia with it, for 
the large burglar cannot get in 
through a hole which has refused to 
admit the smaller one.

It ig 
ak reasonable to suppose that the 

roquois retaliated on the Hurons for 
the unprovoked attack of Sept. 1, 1615, 
and harassed them from time to time, 
and that Cahaigne, the Hurons’ capi- 
tal, was moved more than once. These 
attacks by the Iroquois kept the Hu- 
rons retiring in a more northerly di- 
rection, while their villages were larg: 
er, more compact, and palisaded on 
the south side for safety. 

Orillia, however, as the “gateway” 
to the Huron country, lays claim to 
some importance, and shows evidence 
of immense Indiap activity, and at 
widely different periods. Excavations 
in all parts of the town reveal this. 
It is noted as a meeting place and 
distributing centre for four, if not 
five, important trails to the Hurons 
and Algonquins — one passing the 
Oro trail used by Champlain — while 
many of its leading streets have In- 
dian names, viz., Neywash, Missis-

CELLAR POTATOES, 


Grown on a Table In the Dark In a 
Few Inches of £:.1. 


If you have at your disposal a small 
and quite dark cellar and an old kit | 
chen table, how would you like to 
grow potatoes, excellent ones that are 
declared to be superior in flavor to 
the ordinary farm grown variety? 
This can be done very easily by fol- 
lowing a iethod which is attracting 
considerable cttention in France. 

First of all you need the dark cellar. 
The absence of light is essential, for 
the filtration of even a few rays of 
light would cause the potatoes to 
waste their energies in putting forth 
sprouts in all directions instead of 
the buds of little potatoes. Next you~ 
need a table, over which you place a | 
layer two or three inches thick of fine, 
dry and carefully sifted earth. Then 
you select some good two-year-old po- 
tatoes—that is to say, those of last 
year’a gathering. Any potatoes ina 
good state of preservation will do, but 
it is best to select large tubers with-} 
out defects, {x the slightest trace Si 
fungus spreads rapidly and may spoil 
the whole erop. Now take a slightly ! 
moistened sponge and pass it over 
each potato to work off the crypto- 
gammic germs that are so injurious to

They also have 
an excellent flavor and are firmer 
than ordinary farm grown varieties, 
with less tendency to soiten.

Mr. Otto Brecker, a German, who 
has had practical experience as an 
ostrich farmer in South Africa, has 
purchased from the Canadian Pacifie 
Railway a lerge Vivek of land near 
Wardner, in the East Kootenay dis- 
trict of British Columbia, and intends 
to establish there the first Canadian 
ostrich farm. After careful investi- 
gation, he says, that the natural con- 
ditions of the district are admirably 
suited to ostrich farming.

If his offer 
is accepted that tree is his for that 
season. No one but the birds will 
steal his fruit, With them he must 
take his chances. : . 

But if you are not a dealer in fruit 
and merely want enough cherries for 
home use you may happen around at 
any time when cherries are ripe and 
rent a tree for an hour or two hours 
or a day—whatever time you like. If 
two or more want the same tree the 
owner holds an auction. The winner 
owns that trée for just as long as 
he specifies and no more, and it is up 
to him to pick what he can. When he 
is through the tree is rented again. 

Tourists find this cherry tree gam- 
bling a pleasant diversion. Although 
the sport lasts all through the cherry 
Season, one Sunday, when the fru:t 1s 
ripening well, is set apart and excur- 
sions are made from nearby places. 
On ‘‘cherry Sunday,” as it is called, 
the orchards are thronged, pienic 
parties camp out under the trees, and 
at nightfall not a bird can find a 
square meal. Below a tree which has 
been rented by periods will be a grvup 
Waiting for their turn, while those in 
the branches pick faust and furiously 
against time. It is all done in the 
best of good nature, even those who 
have invested in a tree to find it 
stripped taking the misadventure in 
good part, 


Life In the Wilds. 

High on the banks of the Fraser 
River, at British Columbia (where it 
runs swiftly, and is four hundred feet 
in width), we camped with a settler 
named Keller, 

Keller was a host in himself. At 
evening, sitting round a log camp-fire 
which threw ghostly shadows among 
the trees, he regaled us with stories 
and adventures innumerable which 
had betallen him through a wildly ad- 
venturous life — some grave, others, 
gay, but one and all first-rate time- 
Killers. Like so many others buried 
in the wilderness, he hailed from the 
United States, having been raised 
somewhere down on the Pacifie Coast. 
The quest for gold enthused him early 
in life, and he had searched patiently 
for the yellow metal from sunny Cali- 
fornia to ice-bound Alaska, He was in 
far-off Nome when he first heard about 
the upper reaches of the Fraser River. 

“YT had knocked about Alaska and 
Prince of Wales Island without strik- 
ing much luck, so when I once more 
found myself in Vancouver I started 
off for -Kort George. I heard that 
there was some good mineral country 
up round Tete Jaune Cache. I got 
hold of a canoe, came up, and cruised 
around to see how the land: lay. That 
was five years ago, and I am still here. 
Yes, I am in solitary state. “Another 
frontier lad, Wilson, and a pard, have 
a piece of land about fifty miles down 
the Fraser, and giye me a call now 
and again. They’re on the opposite 
side of the river at the moment. 
‘ “Time has no worries for me. I 
UWon’t know what is the day of the 
week, the date of the month, or the 
time, as I have neither watch nor 
talendar, and I certainly do not bother 
my head over it either. I just work 
when I feel like it, and rest when L 
feel so disposed.’—From The New 
Garden of Canada, by F. A. Talbot.

United States farmer would be li 
able any time to demoralize the 
home market of the Canadian far. 
mer. 

It will cost the American farmer 
nv more to bring his farm products 
to Canadian towns and cities than 
it will cost the Canadian farmer t& 
carry his to the United States. 

These American’ products are 
pretty well kept out now by the 
tariff wall. With this removed 
they will enter twelve to one. — 

We must remember, too, th 
Americans have the earlier seaso 
and that their products will the 
fore be upon our markets ae 
our products are salable an 
the early price. 


Trade in Farm Products. 


The old fable about the dog with 
the piece of meat in his mouth, 
jumping into the water after aj 
shadow, and in the end losing the 
good morsel he had at first, may be 
applied very aptly to the country, 
which has splendid markets at 
home, but becomes discontented, 
and although not half realizing the 
importance of its natural heritage, 
looks abroad for trade it knows not 
of. Such is the position in whieh 
some people would place Canada 
in her present relations with the 
United States. But the facts do not 
warrant Canada looking away from 
her home market. 

The home market is taking eigh- 
ty per cent. of the produce of the 
Canadian farms at good prices. 

The demand of this market is in- 
creasing and it will continue to in- 
crease as the country grows. 

It has the advantage of nearness, 
stability, cheapness of transporta- 
tion and quickness of returns. 

The Canadian farmer is familiar 
with its conditions and require- 
ments. 

And yet, withal, the Canadian 
farmer is inclined to look beyond 
this market with longing eyes to 
the market of the United States, 
forgetting, perhaps, that the Unit- 
ed States farmer is looking with 
just as longing eyes at the Cana- 
dian market. ‘ 

There are at least twelve farm- 
ers in the United States looking 
longingly at the Canadian market 
to one farmer in Canada looking 
at the United States market. : 

Let us remember that there are 
at least twelve times as many 
farmers in the United States as 
there are in Canada, and so, while 
one Canadian farmer will get en- 
trance into the markets of the 
United States, twelve American 
farmers will get entrance into our 
home markets. They have already 
succeeded in selling immense quaa- 
tities of farm products in Canada, 
in spite of the duty. They have 
sold twice as much in Canada as 
Canadian farmers have sold in the 
United States.

The eruption consists of a suc- 
cession of hard blisters like those 
of a cold-sore or tever-buster, 30 
common on the lips. It begins in 
the form of reddish patches, upon 
which pimples and then small blis- 
ters form. These blisters are ar- 
ranged in groups along the course 
of the affected nerve, or they may, 
in severe cases, run together, 
forming an almost unbroken line 
round one-half of the body or face. 

For the first three or four days 
the contents of the blisters are 
watery; then they become cloudy, 
the patches turn brown, and final- 
ly dry and form yellowish crusts. 
For a few days or » week preceding 
the eruption neuralgic pains are 
felt in the part to be affected, and 
during the eruption the pain is of- 
tem very acute. In children, curi- 
ously enough, the pain may be ab- 
sent.

The attack is usually ushered in 
by fever, sometimes slight chills, 
and a feeling of general illness. 
The eruption may appear all at 
once, or may occur in several suc- 
cessive crops, taking a week or 
more for its full development. 

The most serious form is that of 
the face, for it often results in ge- 
vere scarring, and may even atitack 
the eyeball. The pain usually sub- 
sides when the eruption appears. 

There is no treatment which will 
certainly cut short the attack, and 
the most that can be done usually 
is to protect ithe blisters from irri- 
\tation of the clothing or other in- 
Yury. This is done by applying 
isoothing powders of starch or oxid 
lof zinc, painting the blisters with 
ollodion, or applying court-plas- 
ter. After tthe atitack the patient 
may need tonic treatment for a 
while. 

There is generally only one ek- 
tack. Where there are repeated 
yeourrences there is usually some 
underlying fault of constitution 
which calls for careful, systemeitic 
medical treatment.—Youth’s Com-

SCOTS WHA HAE. 


Accomplished In Canada. 
According to the census figures, 
Scotland is being depopulated, or, at 
all events, it is ceasing to grow at the 


But this depopulation is no new 
thing. And there 18 another side to 
the question, a side which is far from 
unpleasant; for what is Britain’s loss 
is the Empire's gain. 

In the making of every British col- 
ony the Scot has played a part, and 
a book which hus been recently pub- 
lished —“Scots in Canada,” by J. 
Murray Gibbon—shows how much our 
great Dominion beyond the seas owes 
to the pluck, energy, and colonizing 
instinct of the man from the North, 

There were Scots in Canada so long 
ago as 1621, when Sir William Alex- 
ander secured a charter granting him 
the territory, roughly covered now by 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. But 
it was the exodus following the rebel- 
lion of 1745 that was the starting point 
in Canada’s histery. 

Then a Greenock merchant, John 
Pagan, obtained a grant of land at 
Pictou, and he offered, as an induce- 
ment to come out to Canada, a free 
passage, a farm lot, and a year’s pro- 
Visions. 

‘He owned an old Dutch brig, which 
he called the Hector, and in the Hee- 
tor he shipped out in July, 1773, his 
first colonists from the Highlands, 189 
souls in all. . . - Lhe ground was 
still uncleared, but they struggled 
through the first hard years, and pro3- 
pered, Three years later they were 
joined by other Scots from Prince 
Kdward Island, who had emigrated 
irom Dumfries, but had been eaten 
ut by locusts.” 

A{ter this the Scots stream was Con: 
stant, whole familtes arriving. When 
the first hardships were over, these 
sarly pioneers wrete to their relatives 
1 Scotland to come out and join them. 
fhe so-called Highland Clearances 
srought others-——no fewer than 1,399 
rriving in a single season in 1803.

A skeleton found in a wood near the 
frillage of Quitzow, Germany, may 
‘turn out to be that of Lord Bathurst, 
the English Ambassador at Vienna, 
{who disappeared on the 25th of Novem- 
ber, 1809, as he was returning to Eng- 
and.

‘throughout Europe. Early in the 
‘spring of 1809, Lord Bathurst had been 
‘gent on a secret mission to the Vienna 
‘Court, and at the conclusion of the 
{peace meeting at Schonbrum, on the 
18th of O&tober of the same year, he 
jrecelved orders to return home. He 
(started on the journey, and travelled 
jfrom Berlin under the name of Koch, 
‘a merchant. On Noyember 25 he ar- 
‘rived in Perleberg. Here he entered 
- an hotel beside the posting station. In 
jthe evening, when the journey should 
shave been resumed, Lord Bathurst was 
;missing. His overcoat was found later 
_on a heap of wood in the cellar of the 
\posting station, and his leggings in a 
wood near the village of Quitzow.

Someone with Love for Figures Proves 
It Is Criminal Waste 


Although the general tendency 1s to 
do away with unnecessary marks of 
punctuation, the hyphen is still re- 
tained in “to-day,” “to-night,” and “to- 
morrow.” That the retaining of the 
+typhen in these words 1s not only use- 
Jess but absolutely criminal is easily 
‘demonstrated by a bit of simple mathe- 
matics, 

There are 178,236,692 English-speak- 
ing people. The words “to-day,” “to- 
night,” and “to-morrow” are together; 
used forty-eight times daily by every. 
perscn—five of these being written’ 
out in long hand, Thus the daily out- 
put of hyphens in these words totals 
891,182,960. Taking the average of a 
written hyphen to be one quarter of an 
inch, you have a straight Ine 3,864 
miles long. At the usual rate of writ- 
{ng it would take one man seventy-six 
years to insert the hyphens in these 
words, and his salary would amount to 
about £20,000. 

But, avoiding all theory, “to-day,” 
“tonight,” and “to-morrow” are dally 
hyphenated four times each on 234,192 
typewriters, and %hree times daily on’ 
184,212 linotype machines. Remem- 
bering that a pressure of 1 ounce is 
required to strike a typewriter key, 
and 2% ounces to depress a linotype, 
Wwe see that in writing these hyphens 
a total of 352,974 foot-pounds of energy: 
is expended, or enough to draw a 
passenger train half-a-dozen times 
from London to Edinburgh and back,

MUST SAVE FORESTS. 


Porcupine Fire Is a Warning to All 
Canadians. 


In Porcupine the terriile loss of 
life in the great fire dwarfs all other 
considerations. On aceount of this 
loss, ruther than beeause of the value 
of the property Cestroyed, it is timely 
to point out the absolute necessity of 
greater expenditure upon forest pro- 
tection. The methods that will pro- 
tect the forest from fire will save the 
lives of the people dwelling near the 
forest. The Porcupine calamity will 
do much to create a publie opinion 
that will support the Government in 
ony expenditures that it may deem 
necessary tor the protection of the 
forests in the north. It is u mistake 
to hold the great heat responsible for 
the holocaust at Porcupine. Unless 
the kindling is ready the match will 
not light the fire, and the terrible 
heat can only be considered as the 
match to the kindling already pre- 
pared by the carelessness of pros- 
pectors and others, for it is the dry 
debris lying on the ground and not 
the standing trees that provides the 
great fuel for the bush fires. 

In a report on the subject issued 
by the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington five necessary measures 
for the protection of-the forest are 
given, says The Mail and Empire, as 
follows: 

The disposal of slash from logging 
operations.

It has been discussed 
‘previously and*need not be pointed 
out again. The fact to bear in mind 
js that wisdom twenty years from 
now will not correct any neglect, of 
the forests to-day; and that there is 
considerable neglect is indicated by 
the following passage from the report 
of the Department of the Interior: 
“Of all the civilized nations in the 
northern hemisphere, Canada is do- 
ing the least to treat the publie lands 
as a permanent asset.” When it 
comes to be a question of the lives 
of citizens, as in Porcupine, Canada 
js not likely to remain indifferent.— 
Montreal Standard.

Scientific Methods. 

That the field crops of the Dominion 
could be doubled in twenty years by 
its adoption of more scientific meth- 
ods, ia one of the striking assertions 
in a volume just issued on lands, fish- 
eries, game and minerals, by the Dom. 
inion Commission of Conservation. 
The book is replete with agricultural 
information scientifically obtained, 
and there is a section on fisheries and 
fame, including laws and_regulations. 

The book shows that Canada pays 
out annually over $350,000 for oysters 
imported from the United States. 
The Canadian output has decreased 
from 64,646 barrels in 1852 to 38,535 
barrels in 1909, in spite of the fact 
that prices have risen 240 per cent. in 
the past twenty years The decline in 
the industry is attributed largely to 
the long standing dispute over juris- 
diction between the Dominion and 
provincial outhorities.
